NEPOTISM CHARGED

Mr, Bashore’s resolution charg-| 


ing nepotism in the relief admin- 
istration was introducéd in the as- 
sembly Wednesday. This started 
a special investigation by Gov. 
Olson. 

“TI am mighty glad the matter 
has come up for public considera- 
tion,’ Mr. Andreas said. “I have 
records of many instances where 
men with good positions in the 
state relief set-up have employed 
their wives, they using their maid- 
en names. When Dr. H. Dewey 
Anderson, the state relief direct- 
or, employed his brother at $400 
a month, the situation really came 
to the front. At one time “Dewey” 
(Anderson) and I were desk mates 
in the assembly. We were good 
friends, but when I began to study 
this situation he rebuffed me. 
Now we don’t speak to each 
other.” 

MINIMUM FAVORED 

Mr. Andreas expressed the be- 
lief the legislators should grant a 
minimum for relief purposes now 
then if more is needed later, 
the legislature can be called  to- 
gether and size up the situation.” 

“Numerous Democrats have 
joined with the Republicans in a 
declaration to defeat Gov. Olson's 
budget,” he added. “There is too 
much money up for relief. A bet- 
ter plan, we think, is to appro- 
priate a minimum amount now 
and if more is needed to call a 
special legislative session for con- 
sideration of the matter.” 

Mr, Bashore is a Republican but 
Mr. Andreas indicated that party 
lines are not being observed in the 
effort to reduce the cost of ad- 
ministering the relief program.

In all probability there are few persons not engaged in busi- 
ness who realize the additional burden the numerous new taxes 
place upon business. Neither do they know that American 
business—now earning a fraction of the income it earned in 
1929—is paying nearly twice the amount of taxes. 

Our leaders in Washington are said to be in the process of 
‘doing something’ about taxes on business—and whatever is 
done, the President emphasizes, will not affeet the total rev- 
enue to be derived from those business taxes. The fact that 
more income is badly needed by the government is revealed by 
March 15 returns, which show a sharp decline in revenue from 
collections on 1938 income. The proposed changes would turn 
five corpuration taxes into one tax and would remove specific 
inequalities in existing laws without lowering revenues. Those 
revenues, compared with the boom year of 1929, are large—as 
shown by the following quotation from the United States News: 

‘In 1929, with business at reeord breaking levels, they 
amounted to $1,235,733,000. In 1939, with business not so 
good, they will amount to $2,124,275,000 on the basis of 
official estimates 

‘This inerease in the tax load of American business 

; the sharp increase in taxes is accounted for by 
the tax on pay rolls levied to support systems of old age 
insurance and unemploymeni insurance. 

‘Thus fen Years ago corporation income taxes pro- 
duced a revenue of $1,235,733,000. Today corporation in- 
come taxes are producing an estimated $926,000,000, or 
more than $300,000,000 less than they produced back in 
1929 

Ten years ago there were no pay roll taxes. Today 
taxes on pay rolls are yielding an estimated $1,198,175,000, 
or about $272,000,000 more than all of the corporation in- 
came taxes are yielding.

When the pay ll tax was inaugurated in 1936 a tax of one 
per cent was levied against employers of eight or more per- 
sons to support a system of unemployment insurance—and that 
tax has been increased to three per cent. Also in 1936 a tax 
of one per cent was levied against all but selected groups of 
employers for old as nsuranee—and a similar tax was levied 
against employes of these employers. One-half of one per cent 





At this 
lL tax on employers totals four per cent of their 
payroll—so to see why their profit has dwindled, and 
even disappeared in too many cases. 

Government tax specialists state payroll taxes are of even 
more significance for their effect on business than their yield 
im revenue suggests, one re 1 being on account of their char- 
acter : 

Quoting the United States News as to these reasons we find: 

‘Ninety per cent of corporation income taxes are paid | 
by only 25,000 out of half a million corporations. All who 
pay that tax have profits after setting aside reserves for 
depreciation, after paying interest on indebtedness and 
after meeting all operating expenses. 

‘* Payroll on the other hand, are paid by more 
than 1,850,000 employers—rich and poor alike. Those 
taxes areas high in dollars on the employer with 100 em- 
ployes who is trying to exist in an uphill race against the 
sheriff as they are against the employer with 100 employes 
who is making large profits. In other words, ability to pay 
is not a consideration in payroll taxation. 

A second reason for ascribing unusual effect to pay- 
roll taxes grows from their influence on employment. Each 
time an employer adds an employe he must figure that a 
sum equal to 4 per cent of the wage of that employe must 
be paid to the government. Each time that an employer 
eonsiders a wage increase he must consider that 4 per cent 
of that increased wage must be paid to the government. 
Tax specialists say that the result is a decided pressure 
against an increase in employment or an increase in wage 
payments. 

‘A third reason for ascribing unusual effect to payroll 
taxes is based on their effect on general business. These 
taxes, in the words of the government tax experts, are 
‘regressive’. This means that they bear most heavily on 
those least able to pay, rather than most heavily on those | 
best able to pay.’’

Apparently no consideration is being given to taxes on pay- 
rolls in tax studies now being made at the White House, in the 
Treasury or among ieaders in Congress—yet these taxes now 
yield morn than corporation income taxes. And their rate is 
scheduled to rise gradually until employers will be paying six 
per cent of their payrolls and employes three per cent of their 
income to support old age insurance and unemployment insur- 
ance. Income taxes—as they apply to business—are now of 
secondary importance as producers of revenue when compared 
with payroll taxes. 

But together the payroll tax and income tax systems are 
bringing in to the government a revenue from American busi- 
mess greater than at any time in the history of the country. 
And apparently nobody knows when there is going to be any 
relief from the demoralizing condition caused by these assess- | 
ments. ?

Contrary to rumors that hordes of migrant families are en- 
tering California, the influx of out of state families in search 
of manual employment is still continuing the decrease that 
started last summer.
